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process by the program 20. The proposed e-mail bank account statement with its 
special properties is generated within a few minutes provided the data of the user 
5 corresponds to the protected data in the data store 18. 

Patent Claim 

1. An e-mail bank account statement for Internet banking for on-line payment via 
10 e-mail wherein the e-mail bank account statement and money transfer are 

transmitted without risk, wherein 

a corresponding up to date balanced e-mail bank account statement is 
produced and delivered in response to a matching of user information in a 
certain data store (IS), wherein 
15 - each e-mail bank account statement comprises a heading portion with data 
(3), accounting text (4), debit (5), credit (6), currency (7) and a balance (8) 
the accounting text (4) is an information source for example: details of the 
final beneficiary, reference numbers, balance carried forward, additional 
information, on instructions of:, total turnover, etc.

2. An e-mail bank account statement according to claim 1, characterized by a 
legal paragraph (1 1), according to which in the absence of objections within 
48 hours the e-mail bank account statement is to be considered as correct 
and authorized.

3. An e-mail bank account statement according to claim 1, characterized in that 
a balanced e-mail bank account statement can be transmitted by e-mail 
immediately and simultaneously to the holder of the bank account and credit 
card and to the final beneficiary, this applies in the context of Internet banking.

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4. Process for the production of an e-mail bank account statement according to claim 3, 
characterized in that the server script (2) acts on the mail server (19) and the program 
(20) acts uniformly onto the entire data store (18). The e-mail bank account statement 
is transmitted by means of the mail server (19) provided.
